HOW TO 



BRIOCHE 
STITCH PATTERNS 

Fiona Morris coinparos Brioclio stitch witli Fisherman’s Rib and explains some 
otlu'r Rrioehe stitch patterns 



tioche stitch patterns look very 
similar to Fisherman's Rib patterns 
and are also called Shaker knitting 
In some parts of the world. All these 
stitch patterns crerDte a soft, cushiony, 
textured surface and moke a worm fabric 
as they trap air wBNn the stitch. However It 
Is Important to be aware that they make 
the stitches wider and shorter, compared to 
stocking stitch. For this reason It is Important 
to use a loose, flexible cast on and a loose 
cast oft If you rrton't want the knitting to 
pull In at the top and bottom edges of 
your piece of fabric. You can try out this 
technique on the Brioche cardigan that I 
have designed for this issue (page 71). 



A sample of basic Brkxrhe stitch kxrks 
very similar to a sample of basic 
Fisherman's Rib, as can be seen in 
Samples 1 and 2, but the two fabrics are 
constructed differently. 

Image 1 The version of Fisherman's Rib used 
In Sample 1 Iswrsrkedasftsllows. toveran 
even number of stitches: knit 1, *knit 1. knit 
Into the stitch below* to last stitch, knit 1 . 

KrYtting Into the stitch below effectively 
drops the loop of the stitch above and 
causes the fabric to spread width wise and 
become stxxfer. It also rrxjkes that stitch 
appear as a knit stitch on the skle facing 



you as you work, even though every rrw is 

Image 2 Basic Brioche stitch as shown In 
Srxnple 2 is worked as follows over an even 
number of stitches: knit 1, * yarn forward 
between the needles and slip the next stitch 
purtwise to the right needle. 

Image 3 Shows the next stitch on the left 
needle as a knit stitch vrtth a yam over. 

Image 4 Taking the yarn over the right 
rteedle (over the slipped stitch) knit the next 
stitch toother with its yam over * to last 
stitch, k). 
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HOW TO 



In Btkjche stitch the yarn over replaces 
the dropped loop in Fisherman's Rib so 
although the fabric Is still shorter and 
wider than the equivalent stocking stitch, it 
doesn't stretch as wide as the Fisherman's 
Rib as the yarn over strand is shorter than 
the dropp^ loop. 

When knitting Brioche stitch It can be helpful 
to use a garter stitch selvedge i.e. knit the 
edge stitches every row. This helps to make 
an even and more stable edge than if the 



Brioche stitch was worked In the edge stitches. 

This basic cushiony ribbed fabric can 
be <»mblned with other stitches to make 
some interesting stitch patterns. Sample 3 
combines Brioche stitch with garter stitch. 
These two stitches work very we« together os 
they have similcir stitch to tow ratios so don't 
cause the fabric to distort when swapping 
from one stitch to the other. 

Sample 3 Is worked In a checkerboard 
pattern, swapping the prjsitions of the garter 



stitch and Brioche stitch every 14 rows. 

Sample 4 is a more crxnplicated pattern 
as it combines Brioche stitch with cables 
but also has same of the cables maring 
ocross the knitted surface. The cable moves 
across the knitting as a result of Increases 
and decreases In the Brioche stitch port of 
the pattern. These increases and decreases 
also cause the side edges of the knitting to 
wove In a similar way to lace patterns. •

Q My friend's daughter is left-harKled 
and wonts to learn to knit. Whilst she 
can do knit tows she cannot do purl 
rows. Any help or drawing wouid be 
greatly appreciated. Also con anyone 
remember how to do Moroccan knitting? 

I ieamt to do mis during the war but 
hove forgotten how to do It. All I can 
remember Is rxie long needle.

A I'm going to answer this In two parts: 

Left-handed purttng 
This tTKiy sound odd but It would depend 
how left handed' your friend's daughter 
Is, what technique she akeady uses 
to hold the needles/yam and who Is 
teaching her. Right-handed knitters using 
the EngHsh/Scottlsh method work sittches 
from the left needle to the right wim the 
yam held in the right hand and thrown' In 
the process of creating stitches. If she Is 
being taught by a right-handed teacher 
then the Continental method may be 
helpful. It's often used by right-handed 
teachers to Instruct left-handed knitters 
because although the knitting Is created 
in the same direction (I.e. left to right) the 



left hand holds and controls 
the yam. In true Continental knitting the 
stitches ate created by 'picking' the yam 
held by the left hand mrough the stitch 
on the left needle but the pictures show 
how I work purl stitches which hopefully 
should help. 

Although naturolty rtght-honded I've 
always knitted holding the yarn In the 
left hartd whilst 'throwing' It to create the 
knIVpuil stitch. If, however, your frIetKi's 
daughter Is very left hand dominant and 
she knits from right to left then you may 
find that working wim a mirror will reverse 
the direction of knitting and help her to 
master those purl rows. 

Moroccan knitting 
Despite a lot of research I haven't been 
able to flrxJ any specific infonmatton 
on Moroccan knitting. I hove however 
come across a couple of Interesting 
techniques that produce knit like fabrics. 
You mention uskig one long needle 
which actually sourrds like Tunisian 
crochet which Is worked on a tool that 
Is the lengm of a knitting needle but 
wim a hook at one end and a second 
hook or stop at the other. After creating 
a foundation row of chains (a bit like 
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ASK JEANETTE 



casting on) the row is woilced in two 
stages; first the 'forward pass' In which 
the kxrps are worked onto the hook, 
then (without turning the work) the 'return' 
during which the stitches ore Individually 
(ed until only one loop remains. 
Repeating this 2-step process ptoduces 
o fabric with o woven appearance which 
Is almost o blend of knitting and crochet. 

The closest thing I found to 'one 
needle knitting' actually uses o tool that 
looks nothing like either o knitting needle 
or crochet hook - sounds cranfusing, I 
know, rs basically o stick with on eye 
at one end, a small moveable hoop 
that acts as the tension control In the 
middle and at the opposite end a 
handle with a yam guide. In the 1960's It 



was mass-produced and marketed by K 
Tel ds the K Tel Knitter end by The Grant 
Company as the One Needle Looper. 
The process of erecting the fabric Is 
simple but can be slow so if you’re 
looking for o faster alternative to knitting 
or crochet, this nrxjy not be for you. On 
the positive side, because the resulting 
fabric is like chainmall In Its construction, 
you can cut it arxl It won't unravel or 
fray. Although they're no longer being 
produced you may be able to pick 
one up on eBay or In charity shops - in 
fact I'm bidding on one as I type this.

A Over the post few years the huge rise In 
popularity of sock knitting has created a 
mouth watering selection of 4ply yams In 
various colouts and effects. Many of them 
will knit to standard 4ply tensions so don't 
let the 'sock yam' label discourage you 
from using them for garments. In addition 
to the many random dyed, variegated, 
self-strlpIng and Falrlsle-effects there are 
also numerous fibre blends availoble. 

Socka Mexlko Cotton Stretch (41% wool, 

39% cotton, 13% Nylon 7% Polyester) and 
Admiral Tausendschbn hondpdnted sock 



yam (60% pure new wool. 20% silk. 

20% bamboo fibre) are just two I found 
with cotourways that would really liven up 
any basic baby pattern. Both are available 
for £8.50 and £13.50 respectively from 
www.sockyamshop.com 
A couple of quick notes before selecting 
your yam; 

• Moke sure you check the boll bands to 
ensure the given tension matches that 
of your chosen pattern. 

• As many sock yams come in lOOg balls 
you may find that yixt'll need less balls 
than stated In your pattern but If you're 
nof confWent substituling yams, ask for 
help at our local yam shop.
